Indianapolis. Jan. 18 .—The form ality 
of elect! ng two United States senators 
was not completed until this afternoon, 
when tht> house and senate m et in 
joint session to canv ass the result of 
the v ote. 
Then the size of the land­ 
slide in Nov em ber was ev ident, for 
the Republican candidates receiv ed a 
total of 117 v otes, while the Democrats 
receiv ed but 33. 
The Republican m a­ 
jority was 8 4. the largest in the his­ 
tory of the party in this state. 
How­ 
ev er, there was no disposition to “rub 
it in” on the Democrats, and the m em ­ 
bers of the m inority took the situation 
philosophically 
as 
well 
as 
good 
naturedly, so „here was nothing to m ar 
the day. 
There was ev en more enthusiasm 
today than yesterc.ay, for the two suc­ 
cessful candidates made their appear­ 
ance and thank ed the legislature for 
the honors bestowed on them . 
Sena­ 
tor Bev eridge m ade the first speech 
and spok e in his usual eloquent way. 
His reception was cordial indeed. 
Senator H em enway’s reception was 
no less cordial and enthusiastic, al­ 
though he is not so well k nown as his 
colleague. 
He m ade a brief but felici­ 
tous speech, thank hig the legislature 
for what it had done for him and prom ­ 
ising his best efforts in the future as 
a m em ber of the highest law m ak ing 
body in the land. 
Senator Hemenway left here at 3 
o’clock for Ev ansv ille, accom panied, 
or escorted, rather, by a large delega­ 
tion of trium phant First district men. 
who will tonight giv e a big banquet 
and reception in his honor at Ev ans­ 
v ille. 
He will reach home some tim e 
tom orrow, when all Boonv ille will turn 
out to do him honor. 
He expects to 
return to W ashing on the latter part 
erf the week . 
Senator Bev eridge was also the re ­ 
cipient of much attention from his 
constituents. 
He anu Senator H em en­ 
way are already flooded with tele­ 
gram s of congratulation from all parts 
of the state 
Senator Bev eridge ex­ 
pects to return to W ashington at once, 
as the debate on the statehood bill is 
dem anding his attention. 
W ith the election of the two United 
States senators out of the way, the 
legislature will now cut out the outside I 
features and get down to the real busi­ 
ness.

BEEF CUTTLE 


Were Discussed a t the Liv e Sto ck 


Meeting This Afterno o n. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 18 .—In bis annual 
address before the m iners’ conv ention 
President John M itchell declared in 
fav or of the Roachdale system of co­ 
operativ e stores now in operation in 
Great Britain, and which constitute 
the most successful labor m ov em ent 
of the last half-century. 
It is interest­ 
ing to k now* in this connection tha t the 
originator of this system was a man 
who played a large part in the early 
history of Indiana, Robert Owen of 
New I^auark aud New Harmony, and 
father of the brilliant family which 
played so large a part in the Institu­ 
tional dev elopm ent of this state. 
The 
New Harm ony experim ents In social 
reconstruction, the most notable in the 
history of the last century, were only 
one chapter in the history of Owen’s 
life-long labor for the allev iation of 
the condition of the w orld’s work ing 
classes. 
A fter the failure of the New 
Harm ony v enture Robert Owen re­ 
turned to England for the further de­ 
v elopm ent of plans for the betterm ent 
of 
conditions 
am ong 
wage earners. 
Among these plans was the co-opera­ 
tiv e store, the adoption of which In 
Am erica John M itcheii adv ocates after 
so many years of their successful op­ 
eration in England. It Is said that one 
of the most im portant features of the 
co-operativ e store system s, 
namely, 
the labor note, was deriv ed by Owen 
from Josiah W arren, one of the many 
men of genius who flock ed to New 
H arm ony in com m unity days. 
W ar­ 
ren conducted at New Harm ony what 
he called a “tim e store” and circulated 
what he called “labor notes.” 
This 
was in 18 25. 
It is a rather rem ark able 
fact that out of a little Indiana com ­ 
m unity. in what was then the “ back - 
wood.” should hav e originated a mov e 
ment that has prov ed of v ast adv an­ 
tage to the English work ing classes, 
and after three quarters of a century 
Is adv ocated for American adoption by 
the greatest am ong American labor 
leaders addressing a conv ention of 
bitum inous m iners gathered on Indi­ 
ana soil.
